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FOREWORD 


In the wake oE modern scholarship and research on Indological 
subjects, specially in matters connected with Sanskrit and Sanskritic 
languages which in the days o£ yore were not confined to the four 
walls o£ the Indian soil but traversed a very extensive area now 
described in scholastic circles as “greater India,'’ the utility o£ 
ancient manuscripts has increased thousand-fold. For various reasons 
well known to scholars manuscripts in this country are not easily 
accessible for academic purposes. Thanks to the European scholars 
through whose untiring energy and zeal a number of catalogues of 
manuscripts lying scattered all over the country was prepared, the 
best specimen of which may be had in the compendium named Cata- 
ogus Catalogorum by Theodore Aufrecht published from Leipzig in 
i8gi under the auspices of the German Oriental Society. But cata- 
logues of this type were only in the nature of registers or inventories 
and thus unsuited to the needs of scholars working in various 
fields of learning requiring the use of manuscripts of some particular 
type for some specific purpose. The vacuum, however, was later 
on filled up by what is known as “Descriptive Catalogues” of 
manuscripts. These were rather an improved version of the 
hitherto known catalogues as they giic not only the names of 
authors and titles of the work but contain in addition many 
other items like the physical description of the manuscript 
concerned, beginning, end, colophon, date and tlie like. Rajendralal 
Mitra’s Notices, Mm. Haraprasad Sastri’s Catalogue, J. Eggcling’s 
Catalogue of Manuscripts in the India Office Library etc. are perhaps 
the most outstanding works of this type. 

The treasure of manuscripts in the library of Sanskrit College, 
Calcutta is by no means negligible, both qualitatively and quantitati- 
vely, in comparison with any other single unit of this nature in this 
country. In the last decade of the 19th century a descriptive catalogue 
of these manuscripts was prepared by Hrishikesh Sastri and Siva- 
chandra Gui. The Catalogue was in the lines of the “Notices” by 
R. L. Mitra with the improvement that while the “Notices” contained 
some ‘Vivarana’ of manuscripts is Sanskrit only casually, Sastri’s 
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Catalogue had these Vivaranas as a regular feature. But these 
Vivaranas were very brief, never exceeding a single line. 

It has now been fek that the Catalogue of manuscripts by 
H. Sastri and Gui requires a thorough overhauling for the reasons 
noted below : — 

(i) The conventional Descriptive Catalogues require some im- 
provements in order to meet the specific needs of modern research 
workers. With this end in view, at least a short summary of contents 
of particular manuscripts should be added to them. 

(2) Since the publication of the said Descriptive Catalogue many 
more manuscripts were added, particularly in recent years through the 
encouragement extended by the Education Department of the Govern- 
ment and from various sources within the state and outside. 

(3) Classification of manuscripts should be done as precisely 
as practicable. But this cannot be expected of a book that was 
published more than halt a century ago. 

So a Descriptive Catalogue of manuscripts belonging to this library 
to meet the up-to-date requirements of scholars has long been a 
desideratum. Hence the work has been taken in hand and the old 
work has been recast de novo with the aforesaid end m view. In this 
the traditional items of descriptive catalogues have been augmented 
with a summary in Sanskrit of the contents of manuscripts concerned 
under the head “Vivatana" and an English version of the same also 
has been given with an eye to the specific needs of both Oriental 
and Western scholars. This particular fcacurc, we arc sure, will be 
very useful to those for whom the catalogue is meant. 

Needless to say, the preparation of works o£ this nature re- 
quites sustained and strenuous cSorts for a considerably long period of 
time. There arc again many other obstacles of which the printing 
press is one that turns the matter to be a dilatory one. Notwithstand- 
ing all these, we have already made satisfactory progress and this 
present fasciculus is only a specimen of the work in hand. We 

venture to present this booklet to the reading public with the hope 

that It will receive the treatment that it deserves.

Gangesa in his Tattvacintamani 
discusses the subject in Pt. 1 , section II. Here the author gives 
in short, the substance of the theory from the standpoint of Navya- 
Nyaya linguistics.
